Danville, Va.. Sept. 
28.—From a 


trestle seventy-five feet high, a fast 
mall train on the Southern railway 
leaped Into a ravine half a mile north 
of this town. The cars were literally 
demolished. Of the crew of sixteen 
men, including mall carriers, nine 
•were killed, and the other seven so- 
Terely injured.

The engine bail gone only about fif- 


ty feet on the trestle when It sprang 
from the track, carrying with It four 
mall cars and an express car. The 
trestle, a wooden structure, also gave 
•way for a space of llfty feet. 


Little Left of Cars. 


At the foot of the trestle Is a shal- 


low stream, with 
a 
rocky bottom. 


Striking this, tiie engine and the cars 
were reduced to a ma-s of twisted 
steel and iron and pieces of splintered 
wood. 


An the cars went down thoy touched 


the sides of tho .-tlverslclc cotton mill, 
which is close to the trestle. 
• Several thousand peoplo were soon 
ftt the scene of the wreck. No one on 
any of the cars had made an effort to 
jump, and the bodies of nil th...3o killed 
were found In tho wreckage of the 
cars. 


Women

from Danville 'ai.iied at the sigh! of

It seemed 
miraculous that anyone should liavo 
escaped, for each car completely col- 
lapsed after striking tho rocks at tho 
foot of tho trestle. 


Wreck Takes Fire. 


All the express matter In tho ex- 


pres car was practically destroyed, ex- 
cept six crates full of canny birds. 
None of tho Mrd.s was 1-urt, though 
the crates u-cre in the thickest of tbo 
debris. 


Fire which appeared in the wreck- 


age was quickly extinguished by the 
Danville tire depnrtment. 


In loss of life this Is o-ie of the most 


Ecrlous wrecks, and It is the third 
time.that the fast mall has been al- 
most 'entirely demolished.

Walking Delegate Samuel Parlts of 
Now York Is to continue to dominate 
the affairs of the International Asso-

gime of Affairs Within a 


Short Time. 


tn or.ler to enclianco safety in the 


operation of trains In all parts of tho 
country tho train rules committee or 
tho American Hallway association Is 
In session In New York city and Is 
considering the advisability of rec- 
ommending that trains on all double 
track railroads bo operated without 
the old system of trains orders. The 
recommendation of tho committee. If 
made, will carry with It nn addition- 
al recommendation for the adoption 
of the block system of signaling on 
the ground that It adds largely 
to 


the safety of train operation. At tho 
present time the Burlington Is tho 
only road In this section of 
tho 


country to operate Its trains with- 
out train orders over any consider- 
able portion of Its linos. 


This method Is comparatively new 


in this country, hut It has been 
In 


use in England for several years. It 
Is possible only on railroads which 
aro provided with the block system 
operated with telegraph towers, nnJ 
as most of tho roads entering Chi- 
cago aro equipped with this system 
It Is probable that the recommenda- 
tion of the train rules 
committee 


may be acted on favo rlbayhrlduu 
may be acted on favorably In tho 
near future. 
Tho simplicity of tho 


system Is urged as one 
of 
Its 


strongest recommendations. 


Operation of Block System 


As carried on by the 
Burlington 


road the train dispatcher starU the 
train from tho homo station Just as 
at present, but from that time until 
tho train reaches Its destination tho 
procedure Is entirely different from 
the old train order method of opera- 
tion. 
As soon as tho train passes 


a signal tower the operator at that 
point notified the operator at 
tho 


next signal tower either 
by 
tele- 


graph or electric bell signal and tho 
train dispatcher Is also notified. Tho 
latter also wires the man In 
tho 


next tower as a precautionary meas- 
ure and In this manner tho trains 
are kept moving as rapidly as the 
blocks are cleared. 
In case of any 


extraordinary 
condition

along the line the train may bo halt- 
ed by tho dispatcher and tho old 
form of train order given for

guidance of tho train crew. 


Accidents Lets Frequent 


The absence of train orders is said 


to be a great advantage over the old 
system in that tho engineer and con- 
ductor are not burdened with orders 
which are often misunderstood and 
result in accidents and delays.
